route. 


At Inhlawe mountain the Boers have 


lou?r held a threatening position upon the 
British rij;ht. They seem now to have 
pushed forward from it to a point de- 
scribed as Bloy's farm, "not an hour's 
ride from Chieveley,"' as one dispatch has 
it. 


This place is probably a little to the 


southwest of Inhlawe, since it commands 
both the road and the railway bridges at 
Colenso. At the same time word comes 
from Natal of a further advance of the 
Xnluland forc'e of Boers, apparently de- 
veloping a flank movement in the direc- 
tion of (Jreytown. This would threaten 
the British line of communications far to 
the southward. 


The report also comes from Durban 


that General .Toubert, with 0,000 Boers, 
has already started to swing around the 
British i'ank. If this story be true, and 
there is no information to the contrary, 
the coming week promises to be one of 
great anxiety for England. Thus far the 
Boers have been able to hold the British 
at every point. How they will fare upon 
taking the offensive remains to be seen.

Scarcely aily of the in- 
habitants return to their homes. They 
are carnpin* "ia the interior, and it is sup- 
posed armed insurgents prevent them go- 
ing back. 
It is reported that there is 


much buffering anioux them owing to lack 
of food. As a result of these conditions 
the hemp business in that section is seri- 
ously hindered, and ships going for car- 
goes are compelled to take gangs of coo- 
lies to do their loading. Hemp held in 
the interior is qnite inaccessible. 


Colouel Bell will take two regiments 


and a battery through the, provinces of 
North Camarines and South Camarines, 
going there on transports. Many insur- 
gents retreated to that part of the island 
from Cavite and Bntangas provinces.

A CIVIL WAR INCIDENT. 


The Dramatic Part Centrifugal At- 


traction 1'Inyed In a Chase. 


"As every schoolboy knons. the tend- 


ency of a body moving in a circle is to 
fly away from the center, by the opera- 
tion of centrifugal attraction," remarks 
a well known officer. 
"The consequence 


is that a train of cars, going around a 
curve nt a good gait, will be certain to 
hu? the outMde rail, and if it happens to 
jump the tiack one would naturally in- 
fer that it would be on the side where 
the pressure is> greatest. 
An incident, 


based on this principle, played a star 
role in what was possibly the most dra- 
matic passage of the entire civil war. 
I 


refer to the pursuit of Andrews' raiders 
\\hen they made their desperate dash 
through north Georgia to destroy railroad 
communication with Chattanooga. 
The 


raiders stole a freight train at Marietta, 
Ga., and -started north at top speed. 
They were pursued almost immediately 
by a detachment of Confederates on a 
locomotive, and then ensued the most 
thrilling runninp figbt on record. 


"Tune and again Andrews and his men 


attempted to obstruct the track behind 
them, but they were so hard pressed that 
they were obliged to take to their train 
before they could do the work. 
At last 


they made a spurt that gave them a few 
moments' breathing space and tore a 
short section of rail out of a curve. Their 
pursuers were coming on full tilt, and it 
seemed 
absolutely 
certain that 
they 


w ould be ditched when they 
reached 


that point: but, incredible as it may ap- 
pear, they passed straight over the gap 
and held their way as if nothing had hap- 
pened. 
The explanation of the seeming 


miracle was simply that tho raiders, in 
the excitement of the moment, had taken 
the rail from the inside of the outside of 
the 
curve, 
and when 
the locomotive 


swung nround it -was going so fast that 
all its weight was piactieally on the 
sound iron. 
In other words, centrifugal 


attraction saved the day, and, instead of 
burning the Chattanooga bridge, An- 
drews was cnught and hanged as a spy. 


"If it hadn't been for that fatal blun- 


der in removing the rail, the raiders would 
doubtless have accomplished their pur- 
pose, and what such a disaster would 
hnvo meant to the Confederacy gives tho 
imagination unlimited leeway for specu- 
lation."—-New Orleans Times-Democrat.

DEADLY PTOMAINES. 


DANGERS THAT ALWAYS ATTEND 


POST MORTEM SURGEHY. 


The Form of PulvonlnjE That I» Host 


Urcadrd l»y rh)*lrl«o» Wlto IVr- 
iorm Antop»Ie*—Tbe Effect of the 


• Virus I'pon the Victim. 


It is not generally known that a dead 


hoily is simj>!y a mass of virulently poi- 
sonous matter almost immediately after 
death and long before apparent decompo- 
sition scpj in. Every medical man kiiows 
this from his medical college days, for it 
is c-».e of the stock warnings to medical 
students and one which they not infre- 
quently disregard. Occasionally one pays 
The price of his carelessness with his life. 
There is probably no Ions established dis- 
secting room in the country that hasn't in 
its records at least one such death. Some- 
times the victim of the poison recovers. 


Poisoning of this kind is from pto- 


maines which are present within a very 
brief period after life leaves the ibody. 
Skin taken from a dying person half an 
hour before death can be grafted on a pa- 
tioiu and will grow and form healthy tis- 
sue. 
Skin from the same person half an 


hour after death might very likely kill 
the patient upon whom it was grafted. 
There is no form of blood poisoning con- 
sidered by physicians to be more danger- 
ous than poisoning by post mortem pto- 
maines. 


The smallest prick or scratch will ad- 


mit enough of the dead tissue to cause 
death. 
Often the wound is so minute 


that it is not noticed by the victim at the 
time. He goes about his business as usu- 
al for two or three days. Then he has a 
sudden chill, followed by fever. 
If he 


has any suspicion of the truth, he exam- 
ines his arms carefully. On one of them 
he finds red lines indicating the lymphat- 
ic veins, the unmistakable symptom and 
usually the signature of his death war- 
rant. All that remains for him to do is 
to sand for the brother physician in whom 
he has the most confidence and hope that 
his constitution is strong enough to with- 
stand the action of the ptomaines. 
If 


the septic action is very virulent, the- ana 
and shoulder swell, high fever, with a 
temperature reaching to 10G or 107 de- 
grees, fallows, the swelling passes to the 
body, which becomes discolored, the red 
tracings of the ptomaines make a net- 
work over the skin, and a week or ten 
days after the venorn has entered the lit- 
tle, unnoted scratch the patient falls into 
a state of coma from which he never 
emerges. 


A physician who has had many years 


of experience in medical colleges and the j 
dissecting room, in speaking to a reporter 
of post mortem said: 


"1 have never failed, so far as 1 can 


remember, to warn students about using 
the utmost care in dissecting with their 
knives and needles, lest they scratch their 
hands or wrists. So in all the medical 
schools there is a stringent rule against 
any person going into the dissecting room 
who has any kind of sore, scratch or cut 
on his hands, but all these precautions 
prove insufficient sometimes. Sewing up 
cadavers is one great source of danger. 
Tho dissector is likely to be hasty or 
clumsy with his needle and pricks him- 
self. If he notices the prick he will, un- 
less he is criminally careless, suck the 
wound vigorously, for the ptomaines ruay 
be taken into the stomach without dan- 
ger. Unless he is satisfied that he has 
got out all the septic matter he will cau- 
terize freely. If he doesn't notice the 
wound until the symptoms make them- 
selves known he will be fortunate if he 
gots off alive, for it is almost impossible 
to check the poison once it has fairly en- 
tered the system. 


"1 recall a case several years ago which 


I aUemk'd, The patient was n young 
physician. Dr. C- of this city. While dis- 
secting Igp scratched a finger of his right 
baud and immediately sucked the wound 
and washed it in antiseptics. Thioe days 
later his finger began to swell. He laid 
open the soro and cauterized it freely, lint 
a day or two later signs of inflammation 
appeared along the lines of the lymp&at- 
ics. 
The patient had already buffered 


from chills, fever and depression. I was 
called in and by the time I got there the 
hand ond wrist were badly swollen aud 
the swelling was extending up the arm. 
It got as far as the shoulder, and I had 
an extremely sick man on my hands. 
.\bout all that could be done was to keep 
up the heart action with stimulants, and 
Dr. C.'« naturally strong constitution 
kept him up till the poison had run its 
course. His system took its own way tc 
rid itself of the poisonous matter, and for 
six mouths his life was made miserable 
with abscesses, -but he recovered com- 
pletely. In this respect he was more for- 
tunate than another physician of my ac- 
quaintance who was poisoned by a ca- 
daver through a hangnail. That was ten 
years ago, and he still has abscesses 
which he ascribes to the after effects of 
the ptomaines. I know o? a number o? 
other cases of post mortem poisoning 
which had fatal results. In fact, a large 
majority of these cases result fatally." 
, Another curious form of post mortem 
poisoning is a sort of warty excrescence 
which appears upon the hands of cm- 
halmers, morgue keepers arid others who 
hnbitaally handle dead bodies and is 
known scientifically as verruka necro- 
genica. 
It is very difficult to root out 


and in some cases results apparently in 
ptomaine poisoning, as the. chills, fever 
and swelling of this poisoning follow its 
spread. 
Only less dangerous than poi- 


soning from 'a dead body is poisoning 
from the dead tissue of o live person, 
though the septic process is different. 
Physicians operating upon gangrened 
limbs are obliged to exercfse the greatest 
care. 
Not long ago a Brooklyn doctor 


while thus operating and bending over 
the affected part got a drop of blood from 
it on the inner part of his nose. Despite 
nil his precautions the organ soon be- 
came sore and began to. swell. In a short 
time it was as big as his fist. Another 
physician was called in to treat him, and 
after a week, during which time his life 
hung on the question of whether the poi- 
son would tend upward to the brain or 
not. the patient was informed that his 
life would be saved, but his nose wotijd 
have to so. He begged a respite for his 
nose, and the poison subsided, leaving 
that organ as good ns new except for one 
Bmall scar.—New York Sun.

All 
the re-it only foots up a fraction under 
IS cents. 


The champagne cork is the finest bark 


that is. grown. The texture must be flaw- 
less or tli>- life of the wiue will be lost. 
Then its peculiar shape requires that it 
<-hall be fashioned by hand. No machine 
has vt-t been invented that will satisfy 
the champagne cork connoisseur as well 
as the def* work of nimble fingers. This 
expeiiditbYe of skill and time combines 
%vith equality to make these particular 
bottle stoppers cheap at a quarter apiece. 


The young wine, on the contrary, when 


it goe$ i"110 *ue bottle is cheap—1C cents 
a quart. The value and the flavor come 
with age. 
Countless times the bottles 


must be turned carefully and gently be- 
fore the juice of the grape is fit to tickle 
the palate of an epicure. 


There is a wonderful city in France, 


the subterranean city of Epernay, into 
whose silent streets no ray of sunshine 
ever steals, where the wine is stored to 
rinen, guarded as jealously as if it were 
gold and handled as tenderly as if it 
were human. Miles and miles of streets 
are hewn out of the chalky soil and 
cemented with millions and millions of 
champagne bottles of all blends and vint- 
ages left there to ripen. When the bot- 
tles went into these underground clois- 
ters, the cork was king by virtue of its 
cost. 
When they return to the world of 


light and life, the cork has become iusig- 
nilicant in comparison with the wine. 


\Yinehouses frequently pay good prices 


for corks bearing their mark, thus en- 
abling themselves to gauge, accurately 
the esteem in which various vintages are 
held by the public. 


Champagne corks, too, have a special 


value in the tiolet. 
Their fine texture 


makes them peculiarly available in treat- 
ing the skin with powders or similar ap- 
plU-ations, and the Parisian or Viennese 
belli- whose* toilet set does not contain 
au assortment of champagne corks is 
rare. ' The finest and most perfect speci- 
mens only are used for this purpose, and 
they retail readily at the-equivalent of 50 
cent*, each.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

shoes. Indeed so wide reaching was the

A shirt that sells at $9. or $108 a dozen. 


is made with a body of figured liueu 
batiste, with an extra fine linen bosom; 
the collar anil cuffs are attached. All the 
materials of which this shirt is made are 
fine and sheer nnd beautiful and very 
light. A completed shirt of this sort, un- 
laundered. weighs less than four ounces. 


All tine dress shirts such as are here 


mentioned are invariably made with cuffs 
attached, but not always with collar at- 
tached, and it was not necessary that 
they should be, and yet it was said that 
if the wearer desired to attain tho acme 
of perfection in his appatel and to be 
able to withstand any scrutiny he had 
his shirts made with collar as well as 
cuffs attached. 


Men that wear shirts of these sorts buy 


four or five dozen of them a year or per- 
haps more. They don't wear them after 
signs of wear appear, and the shirts go 
often to the lauudry, which helps to 
wear them out. Jt is a common thing for 
men ordering such shirts to order, say, 
two dozen at a time, having one dozen 
perhaps sent to their country house am' 
one dozen to their city bouse, and tbe 
purchasers of goods of this kind are nol 
confined to customers ftrom this city ant 
neighborhood: they are to be found in al 
parts of the land.—Kew York Sun.
